This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 

Species I: The invention is drawn to a method for printing a halftone digital image in 
which a printing press is made from a binary digital data used to make a printing plate. 

Species II: The invention is drawn to a method for printing a halftone digital image in 
which a printing press is made from a customer file applied a dot-gain. 

The species are independent or distinct because the inventions include claim limitations 
that are mutual exclusive and different characteristics. In invention I, the printing press is made 
from the data making the printing plate. In invention II, the printing press is made directly from 
the customer file after applied dot-gain and not from the data making a printing plate. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, there is no generic claim. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that 
all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election.
